Reference 1 reads "The present invention relates to a microwave 
millimeter wave band multiplex radio apparatus / 1 on page 2, right upper 
column, lines 7*8. 

IF2 in Fig. 1 of Reference 1 corresponds to the second modulation 
signal wave. 

Synthesizer 2 and up converter 3 in Fig. 1 of Reference 1 correspond 
to "means for mixing and generating a first mixed multiplex signal wave", 
and a second frequency mixer, respectively.

It would be merely a matter of design engineering in the multiplex 
radio transmission apparatus in Fig. 1 of Reference 1 to use a modulation of 
base band input signal BBinl as one input of Synthesizer 2, or 
frequency- convert the first modulation signal wave by the frequency of the 
first local oscillator as one input of Synthesizer 2.

Reference 1 reads ""The present invention relates to a microwave 
millimeter wave band multiplex radio apparatus ," on page 2, right upper 
column, lines 7-8. 

In Reference 1, divider (H) of the reception unit and down converter 
(RF/IF) in Fig. 3 correspond to "means for dividing the second mixed 
multiplex signal wave", and a third frequency mixer, respectively. 

It would be merely a matter of design engineering in the multiplex 
radio transmission apparatus of Fig. 1 in Reference 1 to demodulate the 
output of divider (H) as baseband input signal BBinl, or frequency-convert 
the output of divider (H) by the frequency of the fourth local oscillator as 
the first modulation signal wave.

It would be merely a matter of design engineering in the multiplex 
radio apparatus of Reference 1 to employ a first modulation signal wave as 
a mixed signal of the third modulation signal wave and fourth modulation 
signal wave. 

(4) Claim 4

It would be merely a matter of design engineering in the multiplex 
radio apparatus of Reference 1 to employ a first modulation signal wave as 
a mixed signal of the third modulation signal wave and fourth modulation 
signal wave. 

Accordingly, it would have been obvious to divide the first 
modulation signal wave to generate a third modulation signal wave and 
fourth modulation signal wave.
